can ever be brought to yield; for they are both in 
i lie riyltr, only they have been unlucky in giving 
rite lame Name ro dilferent mathematical Concep¬ 
tion;;. Had they diftinguifhed thefe Mcalurcs of 
centripetal Force as Newton has done, calling the 
one Vis cent t ipet.e Ctnintitatis accelcratrix, the 
other (fan ..tit as matrix ; all Appearance of Contra¬ 
diction had coaled, and their Propofitions, which 
lean lb contrary, had exactly tallied.

Nov. 'o-Y THOUGHT the following Cafe fo 
1748. extraordinary as to be worth the No¬ 

tice of the Royal Society. If you think lb too, I 
beg you to communicate it. 

On Sunday the 17 th of Jan. 1747. Henry Halfey, 
of South Mims, Labourer, thrull a long Lath with 
great Violence into the great Cant bus of the left 
Eve of Edward Roberts of the fame Place Labourer, 
which broke oft'quite fhort ; fo that a Piece two Inches 
and near a half long, half an Inch wide, and above a 
quarter of an Inch thick, {fee Tab I.) remained in his 
Head,and was fo deeply buried there,that it could icarcc 

be 
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befeen, or laid hold of. He rode with the Piece of 
Lath in him from Kick’s End , where the thing 
was done, to Barnet , which is above a Mile, to 
the Houfe of Mr. JuJlinian Morfe , a Surgeon there, 
who extraded it with Difficulty; it flicking fo hard, 
that others had been baffled in attempting to ex- 
trad it. Roberts continued dangeroufly ill a long 
time; but at laft, by the Bleffing of God, and the 
Care of Mr. Morfe , recover'd intirely, and has the 
Sight of the Eye, and the Ufe of the Mufcles. 
But fome time after he feemed well, he told me, 
that, upon leaning down forward, he felt great 
Pains in his Head. The Piece is fuppofed to have 
pafied behind the right Eye. I am,
